House Energy Conference. Texas'

Reported Record 
Increases in 1976-1977 

Denton—Fiscal year 1977 has been 
a banner year for Red Angus 
breeders. "More Red Angus cattle 
were registered between July 1, 1978 
and June 80, 1977 than any fiscal 
period in the history of the breed," 
said Mike Sweet, Executive Director 
of the Rod Angus Association of 
America. 

The transfer of registered Red 
Angus cattle has also increased at 
record breaking rates, Sweet stated. 

The Association has registered 42% 
more cattle and processed 58% more 
transfers in fiscal year 1977 than in 
1970. 

Sweet attributes the increase in 
transfers to the increase in demand 
for percentage and purebred breeding 
age bulls. He said Red Angus 
breeders sold 24% more bulls at 
public auction this year than in 1976 
and the registration papers were 
transferred to commercial cattlemen. 

As for the Increase in total 
registrations, Sweet explained that it 
is obvious that Red Angus breeders 
are expanding the production base 
to meet the demand placed on them 
by the Commercial industry.

Australians Announce 
Meat Export Allocations, 
New Marketing Setup 

Washington. July 8 (USDAI -- The 
Australian Meat Board has decided to 
make an Interim allocation to exporters 
In November covering 50% (about 
160,000 tons) of the expected 1978 U.S. 
restraint tonnage. The first 80% of the 
allocation will be given to exporters on 
the basis of their exports of beef and 
veal, boneless equivalent, to all destina¬ 
tions during the 1977 “quota" year (11 
months ended October 1977). 

The remaining 40% of the interim 
allocation will be allocated among all ex¬ 
porters In proportion to their 
shipments to all destinations, excluding 
1077. "quota” shipment to the United 
States and shipments to Canada. In ad¬ 
dition, exporters have been advised 
that 1977 entitlements not used by Oc¬ 
tober 81 will bB cancelled.
